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GERMANY PREPARING FOR PEACE MOVE 


War Will Cost France 
12,150,000,000 Francs 
For Next Three Months

At Several Points the In- 
vading Forces Have Been 
Compelled to Retire From 
Positions. 


Paris, September 18.—A bill appro- 
priating 12,150,000,000 francs, for the 
fourth quarter of 1917 was introduced 
{in the chamber of deputies today by 
Louis L. Klotz, minister of finance. 
The measure carries 1,200,000,000 
francs more than was appropriated for 
the third quarter of 1917. More than 
half of the increase is for the war de- 
partment, while the navy requires 157,- 
000,000 francs additional. 

Of the proposed increase for the war 
department, more than 250,000,000 
francs is for expenses incident to im- 
proving the condition of soldiers in 
service and the families of soldiers. 
The. armament department requires an 
increase over the tHird quarter of 40,- 
000,000 francs, because of an “ncrease 
of 76,000,000 francs in the expenses of 
the automobile service.

Washington,. September 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Learning that there was a 
rumor that Camp Gordon might be re- 
duced from its’ present proportions, 
Congressman William Schley Howard, 
of Atlanta, today visited the war de- 
partment with Mell R. Wilkinson, 
chairman of the public safety com- 
mittee of the Atlanta Chamber of Com. 
merce, and found that there was noth- 
ing in the report. 

Plan Not Approved. 

The rumor that the camp might be 
made smaller grew out of the fact that 
General Kernan, commanding at Camp 
Wheeler, had made plans to secure 165,- 
000 national army men for assignment 
with national guardsmen. This ar- 
rangement, the war college immedlate- 
ly said, would not be undertaken, as 
the plan had been disapproved. Camp 
sordon will be maintained along the 
lines originally contemplated and there 
will not be a single soldier takén away 
at this time. 

Congressman Howard said today that 
no negroes except natiye born Geor- 
gia negroes would be sent to Camp 
Gordon. 

Only Georgia Negroes in Camp. 

“This should be good news to the 
people who have been protesting 
against sending colored troops to 
camps,” Mr. Howard said. 
“Georgia negroes and these alone ‘will 
o to Camp Gordon.”

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HOOVER TO ATTACK

Washington, September 18.—-Long 
Standing grocery accounts are to be at- 
tacked by the food administration. 

“The waste and loss from this credit 
evil can hardly be overestimated,” said 
an administration statement tonight, 
announcing that 40,000 traveling sales- 
men for wholesale grocers and food 
jobbers would be enlisted in a cam- 
paign for economy of food and energy 
in the grocery business. ‘The sales- 
men will seek to persuade retailers to 
shorten their credits and wholesalers 
will follow the same policy for retail 
dealers. 

Unnecessary grocery delivery serv- 
ice also will be discouraged to release 
men for the army and war industries. 

Other functions of the salesmen will 
be to show the retailers how to make 
attractive displays of corn meal, pota- 
toes, beans and other wheat substi- 
tutes. The National Wholesale Gro- 
cers’ association is urging all food 
wholesalers to order from manufac- 
turers additional supplies of corn meal,, 
rye and oats products,

quota of white men for the national 


‘army, according to' a compilation here 


furnished Adjutant 
General McCrory by the 79 local ex- 
emption boards of the state. According 
to these figures, Louisiana will send 
to the camp tomorrow 4,415 white men, 
whereas 40 per cent of her quota calls 
for 5,435, it was stated. 

The authorities said the state’s fail- 
ure to furnish the number of men re- 
quired was due primarily to the late- 
ness of the war department’s order. 
With such a large percentage of negro 
population in many districts the au- 
thorities were unable to supply the 
necessary white men on short notice.

York, Beptember 18.—Germany 
her right to possession 
New Guinea, which will 
remain part of the British empire at 
the close of the war, declared W. D. 
Holman, premier of New South Wales, 
in an address at a luncheon’given in 
his honor here today by Lord North- 
cliffe, head of the British missions in 
this country. 

“Australia did not enter this war 
because of military ardor or in a spirit 
of jingoism,” the premier said. “But 
because England’s cause was the cause 
of right. We were under no obligation 
and we had no interest to serve. It is 
a fact that as a result of the war the 
territory of northern New Guinea has 
fallen into our hands, and we intend 
to keep it. But we did not enter the 
war for that purpose. Germany nas 
forfeited her right to it.” 

The war must be fought to a fintsh, 
Premier Holman added, in order that 
“democracy shall be free to take up 
its gigantic task with a free hand 
and undismayed by the frightful spec- 
ter of Prussian militarism.’

Facts in the Case 


The Ashford Park Corporation is a company of 
representative Atlanta citizens—business men and tax- 
payers—whose public spirit has never been questioned, 
and who do not believe our 200,000 population are in- 
terested in inspired newspaper articles by a few adver- 
tising patrons of the papers, and their attitude of patri- 
otism and claim of having made Atlanta alone and un- 
aided by the rest of the people—we believe other citizens 
of Atlanta have made these few merchants and that the 
shoe is on the other foot. Recently the Ashford Park 
Corporation leased a tract of land adjoining Camp Gor- 
don, and have begun extensive improvements upon it 
with. a view to sub-leasing space for a few stores of a 
high class, to be approved by the company and the mili- 
tary authorities, which will sell a wide variety of articles 
needed by the soldiers. 

The project was laid before the military comman- 
ders, the government health authorities and the Atlanta 
city officials—every element concerned with the health 
and welfare of the soldiers and the community. The 
heartiest approval was given the plans by all these au- 
thorities, and a large number of Atlanta business men— 
some of the members of the Retail Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, including representative merchants like the follow- 
ing: Geo. Muse Clothing Co., FE. H. Cone, Jacobs’ Phar- 
macy, M. Rich & Bros., Carlton Shoe & Clothing Co.,etc., 
asked for the privilege of leasing space for branch stores, 
expecting to offer their goods to the thousands of sol- 
diers at the point offering greatest convenience to the 
consumer. 

Since that: time, and after the Ashford Park Corpora- 
tion had gone ahead with its plans and expended large 
sums in improvements, the Retail Merchants’ Associa- 
tion changed front, and began efforts to block the com- 
pletion of our work. They centered their attack upon 
us in an attempt to prevent the Board of Water Com- 
missioners from carrying out its agreement with the 
Ashford Park Corporation permitting it to use water 
from the Peachtree Water Company's private main, at a 
rate to the city just double that paid by dwellers within 
the corporate limits. Pipes laid for years and paid for, 
not by the city, but by private people. 

The Water Board has declined to rescind its action 

anting the company the same privilege which has for 
orty years been granted to hundreds of factories, mills 
and other real estate sub-divisions and private homes, 
and which has made it possible for those institutions to 
exist and the city to expand beyond its former boun- 
daries. 

The action of the Retail Merchants’ Association is 
based upon the assumption—which is an error—that the 
establishment of this business community at, the gates 
of Camp Gordon will interfere with the business of At- 
lanta merchants, and will give “outsiders” the profits of 
the trade with the soldiers. 

This community, on the contrary, will mot be alien 
to Atlanta. The men who will direct it are Atlanta 
citizens and business men. The lessees who will conduct 
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its stores and other enterprises will be Atlanta mer- 
chants, who will establish branch stores there. If the 
Ashtord Park Corporation had not been formed, there 
would have been some other company, possibly one com- 
posed wholly of interests from other sections of the 
country and with no interest in Atlanta’s welfare. Such 
a business community has sprung up at every cantonment 
in the country. The Ashford Park Corporation only is 
to lease land, not to put up any stores or shacks at all, 
and never has contemplated touching the water main 
recently laid to Camp Gordon. 

Camp Gordon soon will have close to 50,000 men 
within its lines, a population greater than the adult male 
population of Atlanta and her environs. The camp:is 
twelve miles from the Atlanta retail district, and the 
trip will consume an hour in each direction. The sol- 
diers will be off duty at 5 o’clock p. m. and must be back 
in camp at 10 p.m. The first to leave camp would ar- 
rive in Atlanta at 6 o'clock, when the stores are closed. 
The last to leave must start back by 9 o'clock. The 
trip will cost a half-day’s pay of a private soldier. 

A moment’s thought will convince any reasonable man 
that it would be a physical impossibility for more than 
a small fraction of 50,000 men to visit Atlanta in any 
one day. ‘Transportation would be out of the question, 
and even could they reach the city the streets and side- 
walks would not hold them. There are hundreds of 
articles of convenience the men in camp must have from 
day to day. Will the members of the Retail Merchants’ 
Association, which has so frequently voiced its patriotic 
desire to place the soldiers’ comfort and happiness above 
business profits, deny the soldier in camp the privilege ot 
making his small purchases at his most convenient point 
and make him wait for a week or more until he can 
come into the city and buy from members of the Retail 
Merchants’ Association, provided he can reach their 
counters through the crush ? 

How about Chamblee and Buckhead? Buckhead 
stores have Atlanta water. Is Atlanta afraid of Buck- 
head? 

But, the question directly at issue is the right of 
the City of Atlanta, through its legally constituted Board 
of Water Commissioners, to sell to the Ashford Park 
Corporation the water from the Chattahoochee River 
necessary to keep its grounds and buildings in a sani- 
tary condition. The Water Board has ruled that this 
action is clearly within its right: and, indeed. it has 
never been questioned in the forty years it has been ex- 
ercised., j 

If the sale of water to the Ashford Park Corpora- 
tion is illegal, then this Water Board and its prede- 
cessors for forty years have been guilty of illegal acts 
in which hundreds of Atlanta’s best citizens have shared 
and by which they have profited. If this sale of Water 
is illegal, then every gallon sold beyond. the corporate 
limits, every foot of pipe outside of the city limits, is 
illegal, and the city can cut off the supply at once. 

Atlanta is almost completely surrounded by thriv- 


ing enterprises outside her limits which use water from 
the city’s mains and cheerfully pay the double rate fixed 
by the city. Will anyone declare that these. enterprises 
are competing with Atlanta, that they are a menace to 
the city and should be discouraged? 

Why advertise Atlanta as unable to give one small 
supply of water to One concerfh, when the same day Ash- 
ford Park Corporation was granted water by the Board 
four others were granted the same? What about those? 
Some out of the city limits. 

The homes of hundreds of men who have helped to 
make Atlanta a great city are located outside the cor- 
porate boundaries. They are provided with city water, 
drawn through private mains laid down by the owners 
to connect with the city mains. These consumers, too, 
pay double the rate charged within the city. Will any- 
one declare that these men are alien to Atlanta and an 
evil to be frowned upon? : 

[t is largely through these outside sales that the 
Atlanta Waterworks Department has been made the only 
revenue-producing department of the city government. 
No city could become great, no city. could expand, unless 
it furnished city conveniences to enterprises outside its 
gate. It is the factories and homes, outside the limits, 
which draw about them new communities and which 
ultimately become a part of the city through annexa- 
tion. The fact is recognized by all municipalities. The 
city follows the water mains as the nation follows the 
flag. Witness West End, Oakland City, Brookwood, 
Edgewood, Druid Hills, etc., now in the city limits. 

The impression has been created, by publication in 
the newspapers, that the Ashford Park Corporation 
desires to tap the new 16-inch water main to Camp 
Gordon, paid for by an extra tax levied upon Atlanta 
citizens—and not by the Atlanta merchants alone. This 
is not true. The corporation has asked only the privilege 
of tapping the private main laid by the Peachtree Water 
Company, a company of residents along Peachtree Road, 
who are heartily in accord with the Ashford Park 
project. The corporation will bear all expenses of the 
work and expects to pay the city the tisual double water 
rate charged all consumers outside the city limits. 

The impression also has been given that the Ash- 
ford Park Corporation expects to use vast quantities of 
water, which will be an additional drain upon the reser- 
voir and endanger the pumping facilities. This is far 
from the truth. The corporation will be a comparatively 
small consumer, using less water than a small manufac- 
turing enterprise, or one of the Atlanta merchants at 
his department store. If the situation is such that this 
addition would overtax the capacity of our waterworks, 
it would be well for the Chamber of Commerce to ad- 
vertise to the world that Atlanta is now a finished city, 
that we have reached the extreme limit of our resources, 
that no more factories, no more homes, can be supplied 
with water—that we are satisfied with what we have 
and desire no further addition to our population or our 
enterprises, and we expect to use the existing water

pumps for all time to come, also our same schoolhouses, 
etc., no further additions or improvements. The mer- 
chants have been doing this for two weeks now from 
patriotic motives alone. 


The patriotism professed by the Atlanta Retail Mer- 
chants’ Association in guaranteeing. water to Camp Gor- 
don is peculiar, because this was done by the City of 
Atlanta as a whole, and not by any one class. Even if 
the merchants helped guarantee it, where does the patri- 
otism come in if they want to get all the money the 
soldiers spend to pay back for their part in it? 

But this is not the true situation, and the action of 
the Water Board is not illegal. Sales of water to cor- - 
porations and individuals outside the ‘city limits have 
been made tor torty years. They have had the sanction 
of board after board, council after council. They have 
never been questioned. Our water comes free from the 
Chattahoochee, seven miles out, and the State Legisla- 
ture gave power to the city to furnish water 300 miles 
if they desired. : 

The Retail Merchants’ Association, in attacking the 
legality of this sale, is attacking every sale of water 
outside the city limits that is now being made or ever 
has been made. Many of the members of the Associa- 
tion are themselves dwellers outside the borders and 
consumers of water, and therefore they are attacking 
their own-action in buying this water from the city of 
Atlanta. 

The success of the Ashford Park community does 
not depend upon tts ability to purchase water from the 
city. It can speedily install upon its own premises a 
private waterworks system meeting every demand and 
costing less than the proposed extension of the water 
main. It is going ahead with its plans, irrespective of 
the pending litigation. But the members of the Ashford 
Park Corporation, as Atlanta citizens, believe the prin- 
ciple involved is greater than property interest, in that 
it affects not only all existing contracts with consumers 
of water outside the city limits, but the future growth 
and expansion of their city. This corporation, therefore 
is unwilling to see any rule adopted which would destroy 
the city, as would the decision that no sales of water 
be made outside the municipal limits. 

The case of the Ashford Park Corporation js no} 
an isolated one. It cannot, from its very nature. be 
isolated. 

Upon the right of the city to sell water to this cor- 
poration rests its right to sell water to all existing and 
future consumers outside the corporate limits. They al] 
stand upon the same footing. We are more interested 
in this than in our own individual rights. 

Suppose we took the bill filed against us, changed the 
names of the parties and refiled it against Emory Unt- 
versity, Oglethorpe University and the Southeastern 
Fair Association, Lakewood, it would rest upon the 
same legal basis and be entitled to the same legal result. 
What then would be the attitude of the Retail Meg. 
chants’ Association?

WHY NOT DO IT. RIGHT? 


The long-delayed work of repaving Peach- 
tree road from the city limits of Atlanta to 
the Fulton county line, which thoroughfare 
is imperatively in need of. repairs, is now 
still further delayed by the lack of railroad 
facilities to transport from Cartersville the 
peculiar kind of limestane necessary for the 
sort of resurfacing proposed. 

Atlanta is abundantly supplied with the 
best sort of rock for concrete work, but the 
nearest available. supply of limestone such 
as is necessary for the asphalt-concrete sur- 
facing proposed is distant and entails a 
long haul by rail; and just now. the carriers 
are taxed to capacity in meeting the federal 
government's demands. Hence the long and 
unavoidable delay in completing this urgent 
piece of work. 

But while the board of county commis- 
sioners is held up on this work, why not 
make up its mind to “bore with a big auger” 
and do a job that would be a credit to it 
for all time, a service to the county, and one 
that would settle for a lifetime this period- 
ically recurring problem of repaving the 
main thoroughfare of the county? 

In other words, why not make a complete 
job of the work so splendidly begun in the 
stretch of concrete paving between College 
Park and East Point? : 

Why not, instead of repaving Peachtree 
with a material that lasting, do it 
right, once and for ali time, and at the same 
time complete the’ concrete highway from 
East Point to Atlanta—thus making a great 
concrete highway north and south through 
the county? 

Then we would have the problem settled 
for many years, so far as this highway is 
concerned; and we would have a highway 
that would yield the best returns the county 
could expect on a like expenditure. 

For concrete paving our freestone rock 
is the best obtainable—-so we do not have to 
depend on a distant supply, for there is 
enough around Atlanta to pave the world. 

The concrete road is the coming high- 
way the world over, and the board of county 
commissioners having already obtained 
splendid results with it, can do no better 
than to split the county with a great north 
and south concrete highway.

ALLIES SHOULD DO IT, TOO. 


Upon the eve of the application of the 
American law forbidding the manufacture 
or importation of spirituous liquors for the 
duration of the war there was a feverish 
rush upon the part of this nation’s liquor 
dealers to stock their warehouses and cel- 
lars in anticipation of a long “drought;” 
and those imports were almost entirely 
from countries with which we are allied in 
this war. In fact, the last big shipment 
which reached port at the eleventh hour 
consisted in a cargo of Scotch whisky from 
the British Isles—and a companion cargo 
ran afoul a German submarine and was 
sunk before clearing the danger zone! 

Those countries from whence came the 
bulk of the imported liquors now in stock 
in America are daily beseeching us for food. 
They rely in large part upon American 
foodstuffs to keep them provisioned while 
fighting; and it was largely in order to en- 
able this country to keep them provisioned 


that our government, purely as a food con- 


servation measure and without the moral 
or any other element entering into it, de- 
creed against the conversion of any portion 
of our food products, such as fruits and 
grains, into whisky and spirits.

It is to be assumed, of course, that Eng- 
land is as anxious to annihilate Prussian au- 


tocracy as We are. It has, in truth, more at 


stake in this war than has the United 
States. Corn and wheat and potatoes and 
fruit used for food will go a long way to 
ward beating the Prussian armies; but in 
the form of alcohol they will not make a 
dent in the kaiser’s armies—unless, of course, 
it should be consumed by them. 

It looks as though the United States, in 
limiting the use of its food products to food 
purposes, has set up a mighty fine precedent 
for England—and the rest of our allies, for 
that matter—to follow. 


IN THE BOARD'S HANDS. 


The Southern Railway company has not 
been able to convince the public safety com- 
mittee of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
that it should not be required to put ona 
shuttle service before October 15—at a time 
above all others when it is needed. 

The matter comes to a hearing before 
the state railroad commission tomorrow, 
and if the Southern convinces the railroad 
commission that it ought not to start its 
shuttle service before October 156 it will 
have good grounds upon which to felicitate 
itself upon being more successful with the 
board than it has been with the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The record has been completed and the 
railroad commission has a clean-cut issue 
squarely before it. 

The facts are that the Southern has a 
double-track line between Atlanta and ‘the 
cantonment, and no passenger transporta- 
tion facilities between city and camp, with 
the exception of through train service, 
which, in the very nature of things—and for 
which, under existing conditions, the South- 
ern cannot be blamed—is irregular, and 
hence not dependable for local service. 

The trolley line cannot be completed be- 
fore October 15; so the city and the camp, 
unless the railroad commission relfeves the 
situation, will, until that date at least, con- 
tinue to be dependent upon private means 
of conveyance at prices that are beyond all 
reason. 

The matter is entirely in the hands of 
the railroad board; and the public is watting 
with keenest interest that tribunal's de- 
cision.

Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, Louisville, Co- 
lumbus, Toledo and Dayton people awoke 
several years ago to the truth. Every one 
of those cities has a small school board— 
fortunately some are women—elected by the 
people. The politicians have no chance, and 
it has not been difficult to find business and 
professional men and capable women to serve 
on those school boards without salary. In 
each instance they constitute a dignified 
board of directors of their city’s school sys- 
tem. When Atlanta adopts the plan that is 
being successfully tried in other cities, it 
will have a good school system and a real 
opportunity to develop good schools, and 
your editorial utterances on the subject 
should awaken the people to the necessities 
of the situation,

FOR TEACHERS ONLY. 


It is hard to go back to work after the 
long summer vacation, itsn’t it? A teacher’s 
life is no sinecure. We realize that more and 
more every day. She has not only the chil- 
dren on her mind, but no matter what @ 
teacher does, somebody criticises. She can 
scarcely hope to please everyone. 

But we know one thing she can do which 
will please a lot of folks and will Aisplease 
mighty few, if any. She can dismiss the 

Pils at the close of every school session, 
for the sake of their health, mental and 
Physical. Doing so, she will be sure of the 
moral support of the following classes of the 
community, to-wit, parents who valye the 
health of children, the most progressive 
and experienced pedagogues, all family doc- 
tors, every school child that ever lived. 

The old-fashioned habit of keeping chil- 
dren after school, either for purposes of 
scholarship of for discipline, was a definite 
causative factor of the following disturbances 
of health: Anemia, adenoids, tuberculosis, 
nervousness and St. Vitus’ dance, and the 
general predisposition or tendency to the 
catarrhal diseases. I1 use the past tense be- 
cause there are now so few old-fashioned 
teachers left. 

When a teacher forgets all this and re- 
quires a child to remain after school hours, 
without drawing an immediate and vigorous 
protest from the child’s father, that is not 
because the teacher is right about it, but 
because the father is wrong or indifferent to 
the welfare of his children. Any parent who 
submits to this medieval abuse is derelict in 
duty. I am speaking from experience as a 
parent, as well as a doctor. 

We have quoted in this department the 
views of our greatest medical authorities 
on the subjects of nervousness and tubercu- 
losis in children, all arrayed against the 
vicious practice of keeping children after 
school. 

Teachers, your vacation has been none too 
long to restore your nervous equilibrium and 
general resistance for the coming year's 
work. Remember that, when. you are tempt- 
ed to keep some unfortunate, undefended 
child after school. The child suffers a thou- 
Sand times more from restraint than you do, 
and, therefore, deserves the utmost consid- 
eration.

The purpose of General Gorgas is to 
have the work completed as soon after 
peace is restored as possible. 

An eleven-volume German medical 
history of the France-Prussian war 
was compiled in twenty years, and it 
took twenty-eight years to complete a 
six-volume work of the American civil 
war.

Paris, September 18.—The 


ministerial declaration was 
Professor Paul Painleve, the new 
mier, in the chamber of deputies this 
afternoon. It reaffirms the determina- 
tion of France to continue the war until 


the disannexation of Alsace and Lor- 
raine from Germany is assured, along 
with reparation for the damages caus- 
ed by the Germans. 

Alluding to the efforts made by the 
Germans to weaken the moral forces 
of the country, the declaration says 
that in cases already under investiga- 
tion and those that may hereafter re- 
quire inquiry, justice will follow its 
course without hesitation or weakness 
and without taking any account what- 
ever of the personalities involved. 

“Whoever makes himself an accom- 
plice of the enemy,” says the declara- 
tion, ‘‘must suffer the rigor of the law,” 

Deciaration of New Ministry. 

The declaration of the new ministry 
as read by Premier Painleve begins: 

“The war, in proportion as it is pro- 
longed, requires a more complete ab- 
negation and a greater spirit of sacri- 
fice. Nearer as we approach the end 
the moral resistance of the nation more 
and more becomes an essential element 
ef victory. It is against that moral re- 
sistance that our enemies, having been 
unable to vanquish us on the battle 
field, announce that they will redouble 
their efforts. 

‘Tt is for the government to redouble 
its vigilance against these insidious en- 
terprises and to redouble its energy 
a@gaint those that lend themselves to 
them.

GERMANY LEAVES 
SWEBEN IN LUR

Stockholm, September 18.-—-The Ger- 


man minister to Sweden today formal- 
ly expressed to the Swedish government 
Germany’s regrets in consequence of 
the Swedish-Argentinian telegram af- 
fair. 

The German minister is understood 
to have reserved explanations regard- 
ing the telegrams sent by the German 
minister at Buenos Aires through the 
Swedish legation until the feport from 
Count von Luxburg has been received. 

The action of the German minister in 
expressing in a general way Ger- 
many’s “keen regret for the embar- 
rassments caused Sweden through the 

uenos Aires telegram affair,’ but ab- 

taining from any explanations, seems 

be regarded here as rather 

quate and unsatisfying. It is felt th 
Germany, in view of the predicament 
in which her indiscreet diplomats have 
placed Sweden, might have gone much 
farther to help Sweden out of the em- 
barrassment, and might have acted 
without delaying an entire week after 
the publication of the disclosures. 

The government organ, The Dagbla- 
det, says: 

“The German minister's declaration 
to the foreign office on Monday goes 
around the case, and must be regarded 
as extremely thin and unsatisfactory.

Washington, September 18.—The 
$7,000,000,000 war deficiency bill, car- 
rying huge appropriations for the 
army, fortifications and shipping 
board, passed the house today by a 
unanimous vote. 

The bill, the largest supp!y measure 
in the country’s history, now goes to 
the senate, where prompt action is 
expected. It directly appropriates 
$4,820,000,000 and authorizes contracts 
for $2,314,000,000 additional. The big 


items include: 

Shipping board, $635,000,000 cash as 
part of the board's construction pro- 

ram limited to an .aggregate of 
1,749,000,000; fortifications, $1,495,- 
000,000, appropriated and contracts au- 
thorized for $975,000,000 more; naval 
emergency fund, 5100,000,000; war de- 
partment emergency fund, 3$100,000,000; 
construction of additional torpedo boat 
destroyers, $225,000,000 to start a $350,- 
000,000 program. 

Transportation of the army and its 
supplies, $350,000,000; army subsist- 
ence, $175,000,000; quartermaster sup- 
Plies, $100,000,000; clothing and camp 
equipage, $350,000,000; horses, $30,000,- 
000; barracks and quarters, $49,000,- 
000; medical department, $100,000,000; 
gineer department, $105,000,000; ord- 
nance stores ammunition, $39,520,000; 
small arms target practice, $13,000,000; 
engineer department, $105,000,000: ord- 
000; automatic machine rifles, $220,- 
000,000, and $118,000,000 more author- 
ized; armored motor cars, $16,750,000, 
and $5,000,000 more authorized. 

Aviation, $35,000,000; naval ordnance 
and ordnance stores, $12,446,480; am- 
munition for vessels, $40,000,000 and 
$15,000,000 more authorized: batteries 
and outfits for vessels, $50,000,000 and 
$28,000,000 additional authorized; re- 
serve ordnance’ supplies, $47,500,000 
cash and $17,500,000 more authorized. 

The senate appropriations committee 
has been at work on the house meas+ 
ure for several days and will hold brief 
hearings beginning tomorrow, when 
Secretary Baker will appear and prob- 
ably submit further additional esti- 
mates. With new army and other 
estimates the senate committee may 
be called upon to increase the bill 
around one billion dollars. 

Senate republicans favoring a con- 
gressional expenditures supervising 
committee have been-planning to pro- 
pose such a provision as an amend- 
ment to the bill, but may postpone 
their effort in view of the general 
desire to hasten adjournment.
